An agreement was deftly ar- 
rived at by Mr. Aldrich by which the ar- 
rangement is made that all of the customs 
schedules of the-tariff bill should be con- 
cluded and wiped off the slate before the 
senate should undertake to decide upon other 
features of the bill. 

After the customs schedules are out of the 
way it is more than likely that Mr. Aldrich 
will ask the senate to dispose of the maxi- 
mum and minimum feature because this di- 
rectly concerns rates of duty. ‘here will be 
some discussion on this, but not as much as 
many people imagine, because the maximum 
and minimum paragraph of the tariff law as 
it now stands is unquestionably the best 
feature in it. It is real and permanent reci- 
procity and there {s scarcely any doubt that 
every important nation wil! give us the bene- 
fii of minimum rates rather than invite a 
tariff! war which would wipe out the profit- 
able American market. 


Taft Has Dual Purpose. 

There is no doubt of the fact that President 
Taft is entirely in earnest in proposing a tex 
upon the incomes of corporations. He has 
a double purpose in this, which he does not 
conceal from those who call upon him. In 
the first place the tax will make good the 
manifest deficiency of the Aldrich tariff bill. 
Between Mr. Payne and Mr. Aldrich they 
have put rates so high on a great many 
Classes of manufactured articles that the 
revenue undoubtedly will be decreased. 

if the conference committee should do what 
President Taft expects it to do, which is to 
adopt the low water level of the house and 
the corresponding low basis of the senate, 
the revenues would be increased. There is 
no reason to believe the president's sanguine 
hopes in this regard will be fulfilled. The 
cetiferees on the part of both the senate and’ 
house will be high protectionists almost to a 
Man. It will be asking too much of 
human nature to believe that the house con- 
ferees will stand out for their own low’rates 
and will vigorously oppose the paragrephs 
of those schedules in which the senate hes 
undeniably raised the figures. 


General Scale of Duties Higher. 

Everything indicates, and I say this with- 
out prejudice, that the tariff bill which will 
be submitted to President Taft after its con- 
Bideration by the conference committee will 
involve a general scale of duties which are 
higher than those proposed by the existing 
law. There will be tariff revision downward 
on some paragraphs, but the general average 
of all schedules will be upward, and the 
first result of the passage of the Payne-Ald- 
rich tariff bill will be a protest by European 
countries, because it is in so many of its sec- 
tions absolutely prohibitory of importations. 

If it were only a question of revenue, the 
orporation tax proposed, by President Taft 
Would go through both houses without oppo- 
sition. There is even a majority feeling in 
both housés that a general income tax law 
Would be a good system of obtaining reve-

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Leone, National hotel, Washington,” a let- 
ter written in Chinese cipher which the de- 
tectives are having extraordinary trouble in 
translating into English. The four Lees ran 
away Sunday afternoon after two other 
Lees had been caught. 

What pleased the detectives most was the 
trapping of Chung Sing and the establiish- 
ment of a plain motive for killing the girl. 
They can get Chung’'s tongue wagging, they 
said at headquarters, because Chung is a 
pretty low grade Chinaman, and could not 
get into the Chinese Masons, who have, the 
police say, closed up every avenue of in- 
formation they could command. Chung knew 
all about Elsie’s relations with Leon and a 
good deal more about her connection with 
Chu Gain. 


Picture Brings Chung’s Arrest. 

Chung was caught without a bit of trouble. 
The Amsterdam police had received circulars 
with Leon's and Chung’s picture. Some- 
body went to Chief Packwood of the Am- 
sterdam force and said there was a brand 
new Chinese in the neighborhood. Taking a 
look at Chung’s prominent face the news 
‘bearer swore it was the identical Chinaman. 

Packwood went over to West Galway and 
called at the summer home of Harvey Ken- 
nedy of New York, where the new Chinese 
had been seen. The chief rapped at the 
door and out bobbed a head—Chung's. The 
chief was pretty sure then that he had the 
right man, but he went into the house and 
asked the Chinaman if Mr. Kennedy had any 
horses to sell. Chung said he had none. He 
was emphatic about it, and nervous. He 
kept edging toward the halldoor. Packwood 
let him slide out of the room, but he was 
right on his heels going upstairs. 

Chung made for his suitcase, flipped the 
lid over, and snatched at something inside. 
Packwood beat him to it, and grabbed a 
photograph—Chung’s own, a replica of the 
photograph the police used in preparing the 
circular that called on the police of the world 
to arrest Leon for murder, and Chung Sing 
as a material witness. 


Scared, Chung Tells Truth. 

The Amsterdam chief promptly slipped a 
pair of handcuffs on Chung. He wasa badly 
scared Chinese, and he did not resort to lying 
or evasion. The truth popped out of him at 
the first questioning. On the way to the po- 
lice station Packwood asked the Chinaman if 
he knew Leon. Chung said he did and that 
Leon was a friend of his in New York. He 
told his own name without hesitation. He 
said he knew Elsie Sige] and that she was 
Leon’s friend, 

Packwood took Chung Sing into his private 
oftice and questioned him in detail. Chung 
admitted he was the man wanted by the New 
York police, but he said he did not know that 
Elsie Sigel was dead. Leon was his friend, 
he said, but he hadn't seen him often. He 
thought he hadn't seen him since the night 
of June 7. McCafferty’é detectives have evi- 
dence that Chung wasn't telling the truth 
about that. He was with Leon in the house 
where Elsie was killed on the morning of 
Wednesday, June 9. 

The police wanted to know what Chung 
was doing at West Galway. Chung said he 
had come there to accept a job at the Ken- 


| medy house. He had left New York on June 
10, he told Packwood, but he got a bit mized 


in that part of the story. There was enews- 
paper dated June 12 in Chung’s suitcase. 
When asked where he got that he said he

FUGITIVE FROM MANTENO? 


John McLaughlin Aecused of Default- 
ing to Extent of $30,000. 


Piunging In the wheat market during the 
recent Patten deal cost John McLaughlin, 
a church deacon of Manteno, Ill.—or his 
clients—about $30,000. Saturday evening he 
disappeared from the.village of which he 
had been a resident for eighteen years, 
and yesterday over a score of farm- 
ere and others, for whom McLaughiin had 
acted as agent in “ playing the market,” 
started an investigation. 

They supposed they had been winners of 
geveral thousand dollars apiece, and now 
charge that McLaughlin, who was the Man- 
teno agent for Bartlett, Patten & Co., com- 
mitted forgery in order to cover up his al- 
leged defalcations. 

Henry J. Patten when seen at Evanston 
in the evening said he believed McLaughlin's 
alleged defalcation would not exceed $5,000. 


Covers Up His Losses? 

What is known, however, is that Mc- 
Laughlin not only has been the agent for 
a large number of farmers and residents of 
Manteno in speculative dealings in grain, but 
speculated heavily himself. To cover up his 
losses and make good to customers who have 
been uniformly successful of late, it is said 
he sold grain delivered for storage, forged 
signatures of customers to remittances, and 
disposed of them in some manner unknown 
at present. ‘ 

Among McLaughiin's victims was a widow, 
Mrs. Skinner of Manteno, who delivered in 
December 1,304 bushels of corn to be stored. 
Several times she visited the Patten grain 
elevator, of which McLaughlin was in 
charge, and asked McLaughlin if it wasn’t 
time to sell. 

“©.” he would always reply, “ hold on to 
it a little longer. It is going still higher.” 

Finally, Mrs. Skinner says, she called at 
the office to inquire about the grain and 
learned McLaughlin had sold it the day after 
delivery for 64 cents a bushel. She had 
not received a cent of the money, it Is said.’/ 


Winners Demand Money. 

The first intimation of McLaughlin's al- 
leged wrongdoing came about ten days ago 
when customers who had made heavy win- 
nings on May corn asked for their money. 
They were put off with one excuse or another. 
As the days went by they grew more insistent. 
McLaughlin grew desperate, and, to recoup 
himself, made a plunge on oats, it is said, 
buying from 200,000 to 225,000 bushels, mar- 
gining it at 8 cents. But the market went 
the wrong ‘way and he lost by a fall of that 
amount. ) | 

Instead of dealing directly with commission 
houses, the farmers would deal through Mc- 
Laughlin. If a farmer wished.to buy a few 
hundred or few thousand bushels of May 
corn on a 8 cent option he would bring the 
required cash to McLaughlin, who in turn 
would trade through a commission.man, pre- 
sumably In the name of the actual purchaser.

Only three creditors had been able to se- 
cure any money on deals. Two of these, 
Will Lebeau and Fred Senesac, had some- 
thing like $4,000 and $2,000.

Senesac says he returned $980 in a similar 
manner.

He was a member and deacgp of the 
Manteno Presbyterian church. 


Patten Tells of Inquiry. 

Mr. Patten, when seen at Evanston in the 
evening, said: 

“I first heard that there was something 
wrong with the accounts of McLaughlin last 
Saturday when I was down at Kankakee. 

“TI made careful injuries, and as soon as 
I could get back to Chicago I sent one of 
our young men from the bookkeeping depart- 
ment down to Manteno, and the report that 
I got this morning was that our accounts 
were all right, but that there were some 
speculative accounts which were not seitled 
up. As near as I can figure out, the amount 
of McLaughlin's shortage will be about $4.- 
800. 

‘“*I made particular inquiries today to see 
whether any of the apeculative accounts had 
been carried through our house, but accord- 
ing to our auditor's report there wag nothing 
of that sert ,and therefore we did not seek to 
have a warrant sworn out against McLaugh- 
lin. 

“T am not certain which house McLaugh- 
lin speculated through, but I am told that it 
was through E. W. Wagner & Co. I under- 
stand they have a branch at Kankakee. Mc- 
Laughiin has been in our employ several 
years, and in all that time he has accounted 


to us for every cent.”

New York, June 21.—[Special. }—Great col- 
leges in America were severely condemned 
by Bishop McFaul of Trenton in an address 
he made tonight at the Fifty-ninth annual 
commencement exercises of the College of 
St. Francis Xavier. 

‘* Parents who send their children to pop- 
ular institutions of learning,’’ said Bishop 
McFaul, “ like Harvard, Princeton, and Yale, 
where rascality, immorality, and disrespect 
of womenkind is fostered, would attempt to 
tear down the bulldings did they know how 
grave a mistake they are making. 

“Such colleges as Yale and Princeton are 
great factors in the undermining of morality. 
They do not even study the bible, 


Blames Craving for Social Honors. 

“Catholic families are sacrificing their 
faith and morality because they wish to get 
into society. Actuated by that one domi- 
nant and fanatic idea, they send their sons 
to the large colleges where they do not even 
learn the ten commandments, such as‘ Thou 
shalt not stéal,’ and ‘Thou shak not bear 
false witness against thy neighbor.’ 

** Professors of these institutions attempt 
to prove in a learned manner that there is 
really no difference between right and 
wrong, and say that no man may show where 
right ends and wrong begins. Sophistry is 
at the bottom of their teaching. How may 
we expect great things from the men who 
attend colleges where they are taught that 
morality is old fashioned and wrong is mere- 
ly a matter of a personal viewpoint? 

** While I yield to no man my admiration of 
the strength of the Catholic people here in 
the United States, I realize there is a great 
deal in which we fail utterly.

COUP BY THE DEFENSE. 


Shearn Taken by Surprise When 
Husband Is Not Called 
to the Stand.

New York,. June 21.—[{Special.}—The de- 


for separation from Howard Géuld brought 
its case to such a sudden end today that the 
plaintiff did not have her witnesses ready to 
go on in rebuttal. 

Messengers were sent s¢urrying around for 
them, but only a few were gathered in and 
much of the day was spent reading the de- 
position of witnesses for Mrs. Gould. They 
all were as positive they never saw Mrs. 
Gould intoxicated or drinking much, as were 
the witnesses for the defense gure of the op- 
posite. They also said she never swore and 
many of them said that she had a great busi- 
ness head. 

Whether the defense had decided on Sun- 
day not to call Howard Gould to testify as 
to the times when he alleges his wife hu- 
miliated him and to specify various times 
when she was intoxicated, or whether there 
never has been any intention to call him, 
could not be learned today. 

_ Bhearn Taken by Surprise. 

Clarence J. Shearn, counsel for Mrs. Gould, 
expected Mr. Gould would take the stand, 
and was prepared to submit him to a cross 
examination lasting several days. It was for 
that reason that none of his witnesses was in 
the courtroom when Justice Dowling directed 
him to put in his case in rebuttal. He asked 
for time, but the court suggested that deposi- 
tions be read until the witnesses could be 
rounded up. 

The witnesses for the plaintiff were sub- 
mitted to little or no cross examinafion, and 
accordingly those who could be found suc- 
ceeded each other with great rapidity. There 


is every indication the case will end on Thurs- 


day, and it ts likely that Justice Dowling will 
decide the case from the bench. . 

At the end of the testimony today the case 
looked more favorable to Mrs. Gould than at 
any time previously. Justice Dowling has 
stated frequently that he wanted evidence to 
show that Mrs. Gould was continuously in- 
toxicated before he would concede the de- 
fendant’s right to desert his wife. Mr. 
Gould's witnesses have specified many occa- 
sions, but today witnesses for Mrs. Gould 
testified that she wasn’t intoxicated and 
didn’t appear to be under the influence of 
liquor on these occasions. 


Mrs. Gould Tells of Trip. 

Before court opened today Mrs. Gould said 
on the subject of her trip to Philadelphia to 
inquire about the Bellevue-Stratford mirrors: 
“I cannot reply directly as to what I accom- 
plished, but will say that my trip was not un- 
successful. The reports that I was kept 
from staying at the Bellevue-Stratford last 
night are untrue. It was the presence of the 
reporters that frightened me away.”’ 

Mrs. Gould is to be one of the witnesses in 
rebuttal, and it is expected that she will then 
give her own version of what happened In the 
Bellevue-Stratford when she and Dustin Far- 
num were guests these the same night. 

The plaintiff's case in rebuttal was started 
with extracts from the deposition of Mrs. 
Alice Stickney Bankhead, wife of Lieut. Hen- 
ry Macauley Bankhead, U. 8S. A., now sta- 
tioned at Fort MacPherson, Ga.; Lieut. and 
Mrs. Bankhead were guests of Consul! Gen- 
eral John G. Long at Cairo, Egypt, when the 
Niagara came along there on a cruise in 1902. 
The Bankheads were frequent guests of the 
Goulds, and the women became so friendly 
that Mrs. Bankhead named her daughter 
Kathrine. 


Friend Denies Drinking Story. 

Mrs. Bankhead sald Mrs. Gould’s conduct 
at a dinner given by the Goulds at the Hotel 
Savoy, Cairo, at which the Khedive’s brother 
was present, and on other occasions in the 
east as well, was ladylike and above re- 
proach. She said the same about a dinner 
party given by Mrs. Gould at the Waldorf- 
Astoria in 1903. 

“She never was under the influence of 
liquor at any time, either in Cairo or any 
other place,’’ said Mrs. Bankhead in answer 
to one question. ‘‘I saw her on a number 
of occasions take a cocktail before and wine 
during dinner.’’ . 

“Did she ever show the effect of imbibing 
such liquors?”’ asked Mr. Shearn.

Mr. Nicoll brought out in the cross exam- 
ination that Mrs. Gould once spoke to Mrs. 
Bankhead about Dustin Farnum. 

“ She told me,” said Mrs. Bankhead, “ that 
it was a perfect outrage the way her name 
and that of Dustin’ Farnum were being con- 
nected, as she knew the actor but slightly.” 


Judge Gives Officer Knock. 

The deposition of Lieut. Bankhead, who is 
the son of Senator Bankhead of Alabama, 
said that he never saw Mrs. Gould intoxicat- 
ed or heard her speak incoherently, although 
he and Mrs. Bankhead dined with Mrs. Gould 
twice a day for a long period in 1903. 

“She never drank more than a lady would,” 
said Lieut. Bankhead. 

This answer was objected to and Justice 
Dowling ruled it out with this remark: 

**T don’t see that this army officer had any 
special opportunity for observing ladies 
drinking.’ 

Louis O. Forman, a heating and ventilating 
superintendent, was the first of the plain- 
tiff’'s witnesses to be rounded up and he was 
called as soon as he reached the courtroom. 
He said he put in a heating apparatus at 
Castle Gould between 1901 and 1905 and that 
as Mrs. Gould superintended the work he saw 
her frequently. He never saw her under the 
influence of liquor or heard her curse or 
swear, he said. 


Chauffeur Denies Any Profanity. 

William F. Murphy, who described himself 
as an automobile broker, but who was known 
as “Mile a- Minute” from his race on a 
bicycle behind a locomotive, was demonstrat- 
ing a maching for his company at various 
times between/1900 and 1902. He is the chaurf- 
feur whom one witness alleged had been 
called@ vile name by Mrs. Gould. He said he 
took Mrs. Gould out a lot.in the machine 
and saw her nearly every day when he was 
at Castle Gould. He said she never cursed or 
abused the servants or applied a vile epithet 
to him. 

Murphy, on cross examination, admitied 
knowing a liquor dealer named Flaherty 
now in business in Fourth avenue, but who 
had a roadhouse along the Vanderbilt cup 
course in 1906. His place is said to have been 
the one visited by Mrs. Gould and Farnum 
on their way from Castle Gould to the city 
in the fall of 1906. 

Mrs. Gould said on the witness stand that 
she coul@ not remember who kept the Place 
and that she could not pick out its location 
on a map. The defense believes Flaherty 
has been active in rounding up. witnesses for 
Mrs. Gould. 


Attempt to Trap Witness. 

Michael J. Duffy, a.construction superin- 
tendent at Castle Gould between 1902 and 
1904, didn’t know that Mrs. Gould ever 
drank, cursed, or swore, and said she was 
**a lady of refined qualities.” 
In cross examination Mr. Nicoll intro- 
duced a letter written by Duffy to Howard 
Gould, asking permission to see him. He 
signed his affidavit for Mrs. Gould three 
weeks after Mr. Gould refused his request, 
but declared that he made the affidavit six 
or seven months before. He said he knew 
Flaherty and that Flaherty's place was near 
Great Neck. village. 


Jacob Cooks, whose brother William said 
he saw Mrs. Gould intoxicated several timés, 
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“testified that in the five years during which 
he saw Mrs. Gould almost dally, many tim 
while he was boss carpenter at Castle Gould, 
he never saw her intoxicated. 

“Did you ever see a lady intoxicated?’ 
asked Mr. Nicoll. 

‘* No, I think not,”’ replied the witness. 

“You wouldn't know if she was drunk or 
not, then?’’ 

“I might and I might not.” 

Eugene A. Pinckney, a manufacturer of 
rustic furniture, who was the first witness 
called in the afternoon, said he was instal!- 
ing some at Castle Gould in the period cov- 
ered by the complaint, said that Mrs. Gould 
impressed him as being “’a bright business 
woman,” and “ nothing but a perfect lady.” 
Justice Dowling sustained an objection to 
both these answers. 


Denies He Drank with Her. 


John W. Adams, the Lynchburg contractor 
who was alleged by a witness for the defense 
to have been holding a bottle in the basement 
of the house on Blue Gap farm while Mrs. 
Gould drank whisky out of it, said he was 
only in the basement long enough for Mrs. 
Gould to show’ some plumbing work she 
warted done, and that neither he nor Mrs. 
Gould: drank anything there, or even had a 


bottle. 


he ever carried a flask, and he said he had 
done so, sometimes. 

‘“‘Isn't it a custom for Virginia gentlemen 
to carry a flask when they go about?" Nicoll 


asked. 

‘‘ Yes, but'I’m like some others. 
get started I want it all.” 

‘‘ Are you sure you never saw Mrs. Gould 
drink?’’ 

‘Never saw her take a drink In my life, 
not even of water.”’ 

Thomas’ J.. Jones, who was Mrs. Gould's 
private secretary. between August, 1904, and 
January, 1905, was called to contradict the 
testimony of a witness for the defense, who 
said Jones came to the St. Regis and hada 
row with Mrs. Gould about wages he claimed 
to be due‘ him, and that Mrs. Gould said if 
he didn’t get out she would have a porter put 
him out. He admitted that he saw Mrs. 
Gould on the occasion referred to, but said 
he had nodispute with her. 


Stumbles on Own Tesffmony. 


“I met Mrs. Gould nearly every morning 
while I was in her employ,’’ said Jones. “‘ She 
commenced dictating to me at about 9 
o'clock, and always signed her letters in the 
afternoon. I hever saw. her under the in- 
fluence of liquor or heard her curse or swear.”’ 

On cross examination Jones said he went 
into the fruit and vegetable business after 
leaving Mrs. Gould's employ and got a job 
in the Weneer mills in Astoria. He admitted 
after much questioning that he knew Frank 
Fiaherty and had made his headquarters at 
Fiaherty’s roadhouse for several weeks at a 
time. He said that Flaherty asked him to 
makean affidavit for Mrs. Gould, but he would 
have done so anyhow. He denied that Flah- 
erty suggested what Mre. Gould wanted him 
io testify to and said he “ got it all out of his 
own: head.” 

Jones made a poor impression when. Mr. 
Nicoll pressed questions about his affidavit, 
declaring that he wrote out the affidavit him- 
self on a typewriter and wrote out the cap- 
tion of the case at the top of his affidavit. 
Jones said he ditin’t know Seymour Toft, and 
when Mr. Nicoll pointed out that Toft was 
the notary public who signed his affidavit 
Jones insisted that he hunted up Toft him- 
self and got him to witness the signature. 

Mr. Shearn helped.Jones out..a little by 
asking him if he had a‘distinct recollection 
of writing the title of the case on his affidavit 
and he said he didn't. 


Plaintiff Scores One Point. 


William Cullen, a bedroom steward on the 
yacht Niagara between 1902 and 1908, said 
he never saw’ Mrs. Gould intoxicated... Mr.

TRIAL OF KLEIN NEARS END 


Prosecution Makes Rebuttal in 
Chicago Private’s Case. 


DENY FIREMAN’S EVIDENCE. 


State’s Witnesses Say He Was Not 
on Tender at Kankakee. 


Paxton, IlL, June 21.—[{Special.]—The trial 
of Joseph B. Kiein, the Chicago private ac- 
cused of the murder of Earl Nelson at 
Kankakee last August, was resumed in the 
Circult ‘court here this afternoon, the prose- 
cution offering rebuttal evidence. The evi- 
@ence given by seven witnesses was intended 
to discredit the evidence given last Friday by 
L. R. Proudfit, the fireman on the engine 
which was pulling the military train on one 
of the cars of which Klein was stationed as 
a guard. Proudfit testified for the defense 
that as the train pulled out of Kankakee he 
was standing on top of the coal pile on the 
tender of the engine and saw the boy, Wel- 
son, and other boys get on the front end of 
the first baggage car, also that he saw Pri- 
vate Klein come out and order them off. 

Nick Pulzer,. a drayman for whom young 
Nelson was working, testified during the day 
that he was standing but fifteen feet from the 
tender of the engine talking to young Nelson 
when the train started and Nelson got on 
the baggage car. He was positive that Fire- 
man Proudfit was not on the tender. 


Others Give Same Evidence. 

Lee Blondin, one of the boys who got on 
the car, gave the same evidence. Other 
witnesses observed the train as it passed 
less than a block south of this, and declared 
positively that Proudfit was at his post in 
the engine cab. 

When the evidence was all in at 3 o'clock, 
the prosecution regarded that side of the case 
as being stronger than at any stage of the 
trial. 

State's Attorney O. H. Wyllie made the 
opening address to the jury for the prasecu- 
tion, and was still speaking when court ad- 
journed for the day. He summed up the 
salient features of the evidence, and char- 
acterized Klein's own story of the killing as 
preposterous, stating that it was without the 
bounds of reason that a defenseless boy 
would attempt to commit an assault upon 
an armed soldier. He contended that under 
the law and under the military order on 
which he was acting it was Klein's duty to 
arrest the boy and turn him over to. his 
superior officer instead of killing him. 


Prosecution Gives Legal Decision. 


Attorney Wylie also presented'a large 
number of legal decisions on which the prose- 
cution is relying for a conviction... These 
were to the effect that abusive language is 
not a sufficient provocation for committing 
murder, that a soldier does not cease to be a 
citizem amenable to the law, and the same as 
other citizens; that the authorfty given mil- 
itary courts does ‘not supersede but is con- 
current with civil authority; and that soldiers 
are not exempt from trial and punishment by 
the civil courts if the soldier is surrendered 
by the military authorities. 

At the adjournment of court Judge Harris 
announced that he would expect the attor- 
neys to finish their arguments tomorrow, and 
that heywould hold-a night session if neces- 


sary.

Ultimately, all of thenmt will be used as a 
basis for trials in an effort to obtain peni- 
tentiary sentences to supplement the fines 
assessed by the jury at the recent trial of 
Madden, M. J. Boyle, and Fred A. Pouchot, 
when they were found guilty of conspiracy 
to extort money during a strike. 


Summary of the Charges. 

The five cases to be tried are summarized 
as follows: ; 

Madden and “‘ Heine’ Christensen for the ex- 
tortion of 6100 from Frank R. Kirkham. 

Madden and M. J. Boyle for the extortion of 
$1,000 from H. P. Nelson. 

Madden and Fred A. Pouchot for the extortion of 
$1,500 from the Jewel Tea company. 

Madden and M. J. Boyle for the extortion of $100 
from the Weller Manufacturing company. 

Madden and Fred A. Pouchot for the extortion 
of $1,500 from the Wellington Hotel company. 

‘“ These cases are to be put through as rap- 
idly as practicable,’’ said Mr. Wayman. ‘if 
anybody hes an idea that the indictments are 
to get dusty in the files they are mistaken.” 


Kemp and Gingles Cases. 

Mr. Wayman also has planned to put two 
other important cases on trial! tomorrow. 

One of them is that ofthe Hey. Kobert Mor- 
ris Kemp, accused by former choir boysof St. 
Chrysostom’s Episcopal church, Attorney 
Henry Russell Piatt is expected to enter a 
plea of insanity on behalf of the Hev. Mr. 
Kemp, who is in New York. 

The other case referred to is that of Ella 
Gingles, the lacemaker, accused of stealing 
lace from the Irish lace store in the Welling- 
ton hotel, and who later was found tied up and 
scratched in a bathroom in the hotel.

500 at the time of Drake’s sale.” The bill says

Chairman James H. Lawley of the health 
committee introduced two ordinances for the 
jcing and bacteria] analysis of milk approved 
py the health deapartment and reintroduced 
the natatorium regulation ordinance that 
was ruthlessly shelved a week ago. 

The big surprise of the evening, however, 
was a resolution presented by Ald. Patrick 
j. Nolan providing for the drafting of an or- 
dinance necessitating fenders for automo- 
piles used in the city. 

Merriam’s Inquiry Bill. 

Ald. Merriam’s resohuition follows: 

“Be it resolved, That the mayor be and is 
hereby authorized to appoint a commission 
of nine persons, of whom not less than three 
shall be members’of the city council, for the 
purpose of making a compfehensive inquiry 
into the expenditures of the city of Chi- 
cago, and of making appropriate recommen- 
dations to the mayor and the city council 
ypon this subject; and be it further ~* 

"Resolved, That all heads of departments 
and city officials and employés are hereby 
directed to supply on request of said.com- 
mission all books, dOcuments, and other in- 
formation in their possession relevant to the 
purpose of such inquiry.” 

Immediately after it had been read the 
absence of a preamble was noted and re- 
quests for explanations were made. 


Bond Proposal the “Reason. 

“Briefly,” said Prof. Merriam, “ the city 
recently has been given an additional bond- 
ing power of about $16,000,000 and in a short 
time it will be necessary to submit propo- 
sitions of making bond issues to the people. 

“This is not too soon to undertake this 
investigation. If it is true that the city 
spends but a small proportion of the taxes 
of the’ county, the inquiry would show it 
and the result would aid in gaining popular 
support on the bond propositions. Charges 
that some of the expenditures of the city 
are extravagant have been made, and if that 
is not the case the inquiry wijl show it and 
aid in obtaining popular approval for the 
bond issues. If it is true that thereare weak 
points in our financial system the investi- 
gation would disclose them so that they could 
be strengthened and that would aid the bond 
propositions.”’ 

He said he wished the resolution to lie be- 
fore the council a week; but even this was 
opposed by Ald, John Coughlin, whose chief 
argument against the appointment of the 
commission was that theinvestigation would 
show large expenditures because of the build. 
ing of the city hall and other important proj- 
ects under way and that. the result might 
cause public disapproval. ; 

Ald. Merriam then explemed 
had the approval of City Controller Walter 
H. Wilson and Chairman Bernard W. Show 
of the council] finance committee—and, later 

it was said, that of the mayor—and thete 
was no further criticism offered. 


Prompted by Auto Accidents. 

Ald. Nolan's fender resolution follows: 

“Whereas, Automobiles and self-propelled 
vehicles in use in the city of Chicago are not 
properly constructed so as to protect human 
life and limb, and 

“Whereas, Many citizens of our city have 
been injured and killed as a result of acci- 
dents caused by automobiles and self-pro- 
pelled vehicles because of their unprotected 
condition and lack of equipment in not being 
fitted with any appliance or apparatus in the 
front thereof for the safety of pedestrians, 

“Therefore, be it resolved, That an ordi- 
hance be drafted by the corporation coun- 
sel providing that automobiles and self-pro- 
pelled vehicles be equipped and supplied 
with proper fenders or guards to be attached 
to the front axles or springs thereof, to be 
approved by the commissioner of public 
Works, and that hereafter it shall be neces- 
Sary before a certificate shall be issued un- 
der a certain ordinance of the city of Chicago, 
commonly known as the ‘ wheel tax ordi- 
hance,’ that the automobile sought to be so 
licensed has been equipped with fenders or 
guards in accordance with the terms and pro- 
visions of the said proposed ordinance.” 

The resolution. was referred to the judiciary 
eommittee.

Support for the plan for a municipal park 
with special bathing beach and recreation 
pier features on the lake shore, between 
Seventy-first and Seventy-ninth streets, was 
pledged yesterday by the south park board, 

Ald. John H. Jones of the Dighth ward, 
father of the project, appeared before the 
commissioners in the office of President Hen- 
ry G. Foréman and in response to his argu- 
ment that the strip of lake shore under dis- 
cussion offers about the last substantial! 
chance for a park on the lake, the board 
promised to take it under consideration and 
to investigate the advantages of the land and 
the possibilities of financing the plan. 

“They agreed with me,” said Ald. Jones, 
“that this opportunity is one that should 
not be neglected and that the money put into 
it could not be devoted to any purpose of 
greater benefit to Chicago. They felt the 
plan should be-pushed at once and said they 
would look over the property and discuss the 
feasibility of the plan at their next meeting. 
The entire board was heartily in favor of the 
plan.” 

Praises Ald. Jones’ Plan. 

The proposition of Ald. Jones is of far 
reaching moment, in the opinion of Mrs. 
Thomas B. Seavey, 7554 Bond avenue. Ina 
letter to TH® TRIBUNE yesterday Mrs. Sea- 
vey, who has taken a leading part in neigh- 
borhood improvement movements, said the 
Jones plan, if adopted, means a long stride 
toward the City Desirable. The letter con- 


tinues: 
* But the varied interests Involved should 
all be considered, as follows: 


First—The needs and righte of the people to the 
blessings of the lake front—pure air, clean water, 
and delightful views—must be provided for.

PLEADS FOR SON AT INQUEST 


Motorman’s Father Interrupts 
Dune Park Wreck Inquiry. 


CONDUCTOR. BLAMES DEAD. 


Dispatcher and Train Men Assert Crew 
Disobeyed Orders, 


An effort on the part of the father of the 
motorman who was killed in the wreck on 
the South Shore railroad Saturday night to 
prevent blame from being put upon his son 
was the feature of the inquest begun yes- 
terday by Coroner J. C. Carson at Chester- 
ton. Ind. : 

The train dispatcher and the conductor of 
the west bound train both testified that the 
crew of the east bound train caused the 
wreck by forgetting orders to wait at Wilson 
siding. 

‘* May I ask a question or two?’ asked J. 
B. Reed, whose son was motorman of the 
east bound train. ‘‘ My boy is dead, but I 
think some one should speak for him.” 


Father Questions Dispatcher. — 

The coroner told him to proceed, and the 
aged man asked the dispateher if it was not 
possible that some one had forgotten to give 
the motorman a copy of the order. He was 
told that the reports showed the train crew 
had received the order. ' 

“ Then I cannot see why the dispatch was 
not found,” said Mr. Reed. “ I have seatrched 
the pockets of my boy's clothes. It is not 
there. If it had been upon the hook in the 
front of the car I think it would have been 
found.’’ ' 

A deposition by the conductor of the east 
bound train, stating that he and Motorman 
Réed had received the order, was shown to 
the coroner. 


Conductor Blames Motorman. 

In it the conductor says that when he 
noticed the train had passed the switch he 
started forward to remind the motorman, 
but was too late. The coroner will visit the 
hospital at Michigan City today to question 
the conductor. 

Deputy Prosecutor Burkhart said no ar-

Calls Cars Street Hogs. : 

Meanwhile the attention of City’ Traction 
Expert Hereley will: continue to be directed 
toward the abolition of the “* death strip” 
between the heavy new cars of the Chicego 
Railwayg company. The city traction ex- 
pert during the ddy classed the cars as 
“street hogs,”’ and advocated that if they 
be used at all they be used only in cross 
town service. 

“Tt wasn't so long ago that ‘buses and 
horse cars on the north side were called 
‘street hogs,’’’ he said. “‘Now we havé 
their successor in the carof the rehabilitated 
street railway. With rehabilitation has come 
more rapid transit, and improved service 
generally, but with rehabilitation also has 
come death. [s it worth while? 

* Either of two things must be done with 
this ‘death strip.’ The tracks must be re- 
laid—at least those which have been put 
down recently, or else the street cars must be 
made narrower. We must have different 
cars—at least eight inches narrower. I be- 
lieve a twenty-four inch width between the 


=< oe 
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“In Cleveland they have a type of a street 
car with one longitudinal seat and the other 
seats crosswise. This car seats just as many 
as these larger cars here. While I do not 
advocate the adoption of this Cleveland car, I 
do advocate a car at least eight inches nar- 
rower. 

To Junk Pile if Neceseary. 

“I believe it is possible for the company to 
use these new cars on the cross town lines. 
I say take them off@he up and downtown 
lines. If it is possible that these cars can't 
be used safely even on the cross town lines 
then throw them in the funk pile. The sacri- 
fice is not worth the money. 

**I believe the cars now run too fast. When 
at full speed these big’ cars run as fast as 
thirty miles an hour. I> believe if the speed 
was reduced to six miles an hour downtown 
the percentage of accidents would be greatly 
smaller.” 

So numerous and vehement have been 
the protests against the “ death strip " that 
the questions of widening the distance be- 
tween the cars probably will receive wide dis- 
cussion at the meeting of the transportation 
comaittee tomorrow afternoon. 


Criticises Tram Drivers. 

The agitation against the “death strip” 
received a hearty second from a distinguished 
visitor from far away Australia during the 
day. Ald. Lewis G. Abrahams of Sydney 
was the critic. 

“Tram. drivers in your city have no more 
regard for human life than we in Sydney have 
for the lives of rats,”"’ said Ald. Abrahams, 
who is tn the United States on a business 
trip. “It is no wonder that your people are 
aroused at the great loss of life. caused by 
criminal carelessness of street car drivers 
and narrow spaces between tracks. From 
my observations tram drivers here don’t care 
a continental darn for life, as I can testify 
from personal experience.”” ~

COURT RECORDS CITED. 


Eighteen Children Out on Pa- 
role and Thirty Others Un- 
der Law’s Observation. 


Evanston its invited to look itself over and 
observe that it is, beeet with juvenile de- 
pendency, delinquency, and truancy in pa- 
pers by Mrs. Edith Mitchell Eris, proba- 
tion officer of Evanston, and Helen Jewell, 
truancy officer, in the report of the Juvenile 
court for the year ending Dec. 1, 1908 

“There seems no apparent need for an 
investigation into juvenile dependency or de- 
linquency in @ community such as Evans- 
ton,” says Mrs. Ennis, * but an inquiry cov- 
ering two years shows the real condition to 
be far otherwise. 

“The fact that in this period about 165 
children have been found needing the active 
care and attention of the state is of itself 
worthy of notice, There are eighteen chil- 
dren living in Evanston wnder parole from 
the Juvenile court and thirty more under 
observation. The conditions under which 
many of these children are growing up are 
found to be unfavorable and even dangerous. 


Houses Often Too Crowded. 

** Frequently housing conditions are far too 
crowded, this belng revealed only by investi- 
gation. Often a modest little cottage, a fair 
home for one or two families, shelters three 
or four families. In one instance six adults 
and five chfldren were occupying four smal] 
rooms.”’ 

Miss Jewel)'s report showed a tota! of nine- 
ty truanis, thirty-nine being girls. Of the 
total thirty-six cases are aeécribed to negiect 
of parents. As a result of Migs Jewell's in- 
vestigations the Evaneton board of educa- 
tion has employed a combined truant and pro- 
bation officer. 


Woman Officers for Girls. 

In the report, Henry W. Thurston, chief 
probation officer, says the suggestion was 
made last year that girls Gnder the guardian- 
ship of the court and of institutions should 
be in the custody of women officers. 

“We believe this to be a wise policy, both 
for the welfare of the girts and to prevent 
any false charges being brought against 
male attendants,’’ he says.

Spite Work Seen in Property At- 
tachment for $4,000. 


SEQUEL TO ROGERS’ DEATH. 
Representative of Humorist’s Ex-Sec- 
retary Explains Financial Deal. 


New York, June 21.—[Special.}]—‘ Spite 
work ’’ is what Herbert Ashcroft of 39 Rem- 
sen street, Brooklyn, terms the present action 
instituted in the name of Mark Twain against 
Mrs. Ralph W. Ashcroft, his former secre- 
tary, now the wife of his business agent. A 
sheriff's attachment for $4,000 was issued 
against her house in Redding, Conn., last 
Saturday in Twain’s favor. 

Mrs. Ashcroft was, until March 18 of this 
year, Miss Isabelle VY. Lyon, and acted as 
secretary to the humorist. She superintend- 
ed the building of his house in Redding, Conn., 
and purchased the furnishings for him. She 
was closer to him than any one, excepting 
perhaps his two daughters, and he was so well 
pleased with her work that when she said 


presented her with a plot of about twénfy 
acres near by, on which was a dilapidated 
farm house. 


Twain Advances Money. 


Miss Lyon, it is said, wished to mortgage 
the place and 80 raise enough money to make 
the house habitable, but Mark Twain dis- 
suaded her and advanced the money himself 
to furnish it. This was done during the 
years 1907 and 1908: At this time Miss Clara 
Clemens, one daughter of Mark Twain 
(Samuel Clemens) was away on concert 
tour and Miss Jane Clemens was in a sani- 
tarium. 

‘*‘'When Miss Clara returned from her gad- 
ding about the country,”’’ said Herbert Ash- 
croft, whose brother and wife are now on the 
Atlantic en route for Europe, “ she found 
that Miss Lyon was close to her father. Miss 
Clemens had not paid much attention to 
Mr. Clemens, although he is quite an old 
man, and she saw that he thought at least 
as much of his secretary as he did of her. 


Blames Miss Clemens. 


“As soon as Miss Clemens saw this she 
determined to get rid of the secretary, and 
she started a fuss... Then my brother mar- 
ried Miss Lyon and not wishing to have any 
fuss they paid back to Mr. Clemens all of 
the money he had advanced for the fur- 
nishings of the house. Then Miss Clemens 
said she discovered some other things about 
her father’s accounts and the whole matter 
was referred to H. H. Rogers as umpire 
He had just about settled the whole matter 
when he died. My brother had an appoini- 
ment to see him the day he died. He was to 
announce his decision then and the whole 
matter would have been settled amicably, for 
he was a friend of all of them. But since 
hig death some of the papers which he pre- 
pared have been torn up and the whole thing 
was put into unfriendiy hands by Miss Clem- 
ens. 

* And now when the two of them are over 
the sea and cannot be heard an attachment 
is issued against this house, which was 
given to Mrs. Ashcroft by Mark Twain. It 
is spite: work, that’s all itis. I don’t believe 
Mr.. Clemens really approves of this at all, 
but he is quite an old man and he does not 
like-to bother about business affairs, and, of 
course, he naturally is inclined to act on his 
daughter's representations,”’

‘Central Idea Is to Get Carnegic 
Benefits, Also to Advance 
University. i 


Providence, R. I., June 21.—[{Special.]—The 
elimination of denominational requirements 
at Brown university is favored in a report of 
a@ committee appointed by the trustees and 
fellows of the university in a report presented 
today. agp 7 

The committee was appointed to consider 
the subject of changes in the school's charter 
in regard to those provisions which impose 
denominational requirements in : election 
of trustees; fellows, president, professors, 
_ end tutors and restrictions in public instruc- 
tion in matters of sectarian opinions. 

While the report states that the changes 
are not recommended “ chiefly because we 
desire to secure the benefits of the Carnegie 
Foundation for our faculty,”’ the committee 
says: ‘“ We frankly acknowledge that the 
Carnegie Foundation has brought the issue 
of charter revision again to the front and that 
we do desire, not for the corporation but 
for our faculty, the benefits of that founda- 
tion. Nevertheless, the reasons for changes 
existed fifty years ago and would remain if 
the Carnegie Foundation should vanish.’’ 


Reasons Advanced for Changes. 


After stating that they have made a care- 
ful investigation into all phases of the pro- 
posed changes the committee givés the fol- 
lowing five reasons for which they believe the 
removal of denominational! provisions from 
the charter is desirable: 

41. In order to preserve the epirit and ful- 
fill the real purpose of the founders. 

“2. In order to avoid the neces#ity of in- 
quisition into the theological position and 
ecclesiastical relation of every candidate for 
the board of trustees. | 

‘8. In order to avoid ail religious tests for 
members of the teaching staf?. 

“4. In order to render eligible to the board 
of trustees the large section of the alumni 
which is now excluded. ' 

**5. In order to remove public misconstruc- 
tion as to the truly ‘liberal and catholic’ 
attitude of the univérsity and to secure. for 


Y our faculty both the recognition to which 


they are entitsed and the support for them- 
selves in their old age and for their familie 
which such recognition involver.”’ ’

Toward the close of the correspond- 
ehce she prefixed to her letters ‘My Dear 
William “ or *‘ Dear William.” 

The notes to Chu Gain were mild ard color- 
less at the start, but had warmth in them 
as the correspondence grew. Toward the 
close it was “ Dear Chu” and “ Dearest 
Chu.” It seemed absolutely certain tothe de- 
tectives. that Leon became insanely jealous 
when he discovered for certain that Elsie 
was playing two strings to her bow. 


Chinese to Offer Reward. 

Although the mission in Chinatown where 
Elsie Sigel formerly taught has been closed, 
a meeting of Christianized Chinese was held 
in a Doyer street mission this afternoon to 
discuss plans for raising a fund to be offered 
as a reward for the capture of Elsie Sigel’s 
slayer.

Putting on full power, his 
machine leaped the crossing to the south 
arm, a space of ten feet.

Dr. Durr, as he stopped to steady his nerves 
after the crossing. “I was on the bridge be- 
fore I noticed that it wae being opened, and 
I simply had to cross er allow the auto to fall 
over and crush me.” 


Auto and Train Collide; Two Victims.

’ Washington, D. C., June 21.—[Special.]J— 
So ie Whatever may be the plan of reorganization 
i of the department of justice, the interstate 
gommerce commission, and the bureau of cor- 
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porations which President Taft will submit 
to congress in his first annual message, this 
much is certain: the inquisitorial powers 
of the last named bureau will not be cur- 
tailed but in all probability wil? be strength- 
ened. 
By direction of the president the officials 
charged by him with the work of prepar- 
ing the basis for his recommendation wil! 
assemble immediately after congress ad- 
jgourns and put in a week or more in consider- 
ing this proposition. When their conclusions 
are submitted to the president he is expected 
to consult other experts in this branch of 
governmental procedure and then write a 
paragraph which will be inserted in his mes- 
gage for the information and guidance of 
congress and the country. 
The corporations, which entertain a whole- 
gome fear of a govérnmental investigation, 
probably will not receive with any degree 
of satisfaction the news of the complete re- 
habilitation of the bureau of corporations. 


_~ Beeks Rapid Law Enforcement. 

. When President Taft announced, in his 
inaugural address, that he intended “to 
secure freedom from alarm on the part of 
those possessing proper and progressive 
business methods,’’ coupling therewith the 
statement of his purpose to reorganize the 
department of justice, the bureau of cor- 
porations, and the interstate commerce com- 
mission, he did not mean that any of these 
governmental agencies were to be deprived 
of their value as instruments for the public 
good. Indeed, he stated that this reorgani- 
gation was needed to secure a more rapid 
and certain enforcement of the laws affect- 
ing: the interstate railroads ‘and industrial 
combinations. 

Mr. Taft has been in the White house three 
months and a half and during that time has 
had occasion to confirm the general opinion as 
to the worth of the bureau of corporations not 
only as a curb uponmthe combinations existing 
and operating in violation of the law but also 
in gathering information upon which future 
corrective legislation may be based. 

To friends with whom he talked today he 
let it be known that the bureau of corpora- 
tions would be one of the two agencies 
charged with collecting the proposed tax on 
the net earnings of corporations, the bureau 
of internal revenue of the treasury depart- 
ment being the other. 


Experience Will Prove Worth. 
Under the direction of Commissioner Her- 
bert Knox Smith the bureau of corporations 
has organized an expert accounting force. 
This force has had a great deal of experience 
in getting at the facts concerning the finan- 
cial tondition of such institutions as the 
Standard Oil company, the beef combine, 
the United States Steel corporation, and the 
tobacco trust. It has run across numerous 
devices employed to cover up earnings, and 
consequently will be able to detett anything 
of the kind in connection with the collection 
ef the proposed tax." £ 4. - MS A 
The bureau, as a whole, through the work 
of its accounting officers, will be able to 
gather information which will be most valua- 
ble to the department of justice in the prose- 
cution of violations of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. In his message in reference to the 
proposed tax, Mr. Taft said that, if by a 
perfeatly legitimate and effective system of 
taxation we are able to possess knowledge of 
the real business transactions and the gaing 
and profits of every corporation in the coun- 
try, a long step would be made toward that 
supervisory control of corporations which 
may prevent the further abuse of power. 
The publicity feature of the work of the 
~bureau of corporations has been recognized 
as the best corrective of abuse the govern- 
ment has possessed. There is no intention to 
restrict this power, “and certainly none con- 
templating its suppression. At the same 
time the administration does not intend to 
permit the business secrets of any corpora- 
tion to be given away and It may be stated 
emphatically that any combination observing 
the law will not be so embarrassed. 


Men to Join Conference. 

The men who will pafticipate in the confer- 
ence ordered by the president will be thos 
who already have considered the subject. 
They include the attorney general, the sec- 
retary of the interior, the secretary of com- 
merce and labor, Chairman Knapp of the 
interstate commerce commission, and, per- 
haps, Representative Townsend of Michigan. 

Stnce the first meeting these men have béen 
considering the views of the president as pre- 
sented to them by Mr. Wickersham, The 
interstate commerce commission has devoted 
several sescions to the consideration of a re- 
Organization of its duties in order to meet 
the ideas that are in the president’s mind. 
The commission denies it has shown any 
dilatoriness in settling the cases brought be- 
fore it and indeed the record of the body 
proves a rapidity of disposition justifying 
commendation. 

At the same time the commission realizes it 
fs a subordinate branch of the executive de- 
partment and must act in obedience to the 
commands of its chief. It may be expected, 
therefore. that whenever the conference be- 
gins Mr. Knapp will be prepared to submit a 
Plan which will more sharply define the ad- 
ministrative and semi-judicial functions of 
the commission. The commission will op- 
pose strongly any limitation of its powers 
to make fnquiries into railroad opera- 
tions, holding that this Is one of the strong 
weapons !t has to secure the proper enforce- 
ment of the interstate commerce and other 
laws affecting the railroads. 


Commission Changes Its Methods. 

In deciding to go as a body into the west- 
érn country for the purpose of hearing argu- 
ments and rendering decisions in important 
Tate controversies the commission has in- 
@ugurated a policy which is certain to result 
in a benefit to the railroads and shippers. 

There are a great.many cases pending be- 
fore the commission growing out of the so- 
called Spckane decision, which involves the 
adjudication and equalization of rates. There 
also are the questions of discrimination in 
tates in favor of one city or town as against 
another. By becoming acquainted with the 
local conditions the commission. will be able 
to announce decisions which are apt to prove 
fairer and more satisfactory than are pos- 
sible from hearings held in Washington and 
the examination of briefs submitted by the 
complainants and ‘the defendants. 

' The commissfon will not begin its tour un- 
til fail. It prebably will stop in Chicago and 


Bhippers and raflroad officials who are able to 
furnish facts in connection with the ques- 
tions under consideration. The way the 
commission has done in the past has been 
to call upon experts to make a report and 
on occasions individual ménibers of the com- 
Mission have gone to make inquires or grant 
hearings.

“The boasted freedom of our constitution 
has really come to this: that the most sweep- 
ing changes may be carried out by a ministry 
that has great numerical backing in the com- 
mons without the nation having, or ever hav- 
ing had or hopirig to have, a voice in the mat- 
ter before it is decided.” : 


Hinges on Retiring Government. 
Lord Rosebery, after stating that a genera) 
election usually turns on the demerits of the 
retiring government and that tho nation stil: 
has five or six years to watch the new govern- 
ment, continues: 

“Surely the country must begin to see the 
vast flaws in the constitution. The absolute 
rule of the party in power differs little from 
the absolute rule of the tndividual, which is 
what we used to call adespotism. If not, the 
nation must have changed the character or 
its former jealous vigilance and regards its 


a sinister if not alarming symptom.” 

The letter is a powerful! contribution to the 
protests of a large section of a helpless elec. 
torate which lately has been emphasized b; 
a revolt. Some Liberals make the remark- 
able prediction that the lord chief justice in 
a public speech to the Judges might in future 
be called upon to protect the interests of the 
people against the executive. 

The prediction is based upon the proposal] dr 
the finance Dill to create a tréasury officia! to 
whom alone the taxpayer fs allowed to appea! 


Negotiations have been going on for some 
time, says Du Cros, Following upon the re- 
cent trials abroad before British military and 
naval experts, it had been arranged before 
the end of the present parliamentary session 
to attempt to sail from Paris to London in a 
modern airship of approved type, the largest 
and most powerful of its kind yet con- 
structed. 

Can Carry 25 for 700 Miles. 

This ship; which is now approaching com- 
pletion, will have a eapacity of 227,500 cubic 
feet, will have two propellers, driven by two 
motors, each of 220 horse power, and will 
carry twenty-five passengers, in addition to 
supplies of gasoline sufficient to last for a 
700 mile flight. The speed will be from thirty- 
five to forty miles an hour and the ship can 
ascend to a height of 6,000 feet. 

The aerial defense committee, according 
to Du Cros, has secured an option on the 
purchase of this ship by the nation. They 
tried to. arrange for the ship to remain in 
England long enough to demonstrate its 
practicability for military purposes, but 
owing to lack of shelter big enough to house 
it the airship must apparently return to 
Paris. Du Cros concludes by appealing. to 
the generosity of anybody. who is willing to 
provide a valuable asset for the nation in 
the shape of an airship garage. 


Welcomes Gift by Subscription. 
The Daily Mail announces its willingness to 
furnish such garage, provided the committee 
will arrange to keep the ship in England for 
a month, and the paper will furnish $25,000 
to build suitable shelter. 
Meanwhile Secretary of War Haldane as- 
serts that the gift of an airship purchased by 
subscription would be accepted by the war 
office with the greatest satisfaction, while 
the presidents of the Aeronautical society, 
the Aero club, and the Aerial league have 
joined the committee. 
Judging by the details of the present mahu- 
facture of dirigibles in Germany, it seems 
probable that the parliamentary committee’s 
airship is similar to the Bayard Clement, 
bought by Russian government sometime ago. 
Albert Clement, the inventor of this airship, 
is now building two more ships, which nearly 
correspond to Mr. Du Cros’ description of the 
new dirigible.

In support of free hides Mr. Page contended 
that the adoption of such a policy would not 
injure the farmers, while at the Same time it 
would be of vast benefit to the leather manu- 
facturers. He said the beef trust garnered 
all the profits on hides from whatever source. 


Denies Trust Only Beneficiary. 

Senator Page discussed at length the iIn- 
fluence of the Central Leather company, gen- 
erally referred to as the leather trust, on 
the price of hides, claiming that it did not 
tan more than 25. per cent.of the total num- 
ber of hides in the country. His concluston 
was that that company could not be the only 
beneficiary of free trade in hides. On the 
contrary, he contended that the great beef 
corporations absorb the profits on hides, 
whatever they may be, thus cutting out both 
the farmer and the manufacturer. 

He declared that with free hides the shoe 
and harness manufacturers could compete 
with the world. He said the manufacturers’ 


average het profit on shoes is now from 5 to 


7 cents a pair. He did not believe, however, 
that these manufacturers would be willing 
to take this view of their ability to compete 
with the world. 

“If a confidence man ever presented a 
less plausible proposition to the farmer than 
that,”’ declared Mr. Carter, referring to the 
attitude of the senators who favor free hides, 

“he certainly was wanting in wit. 


Trick Upon Farmers Aileged. + 

“Never before has the farmers’ intelli- 
fence been so discounted,”’ he continued. 
He is told, first, that the duty. does him 
mo good, and therefore it will be taken off. 
Then he is told the duty will be left om leath- 
er, on shoes, and on harness for the benefit 
of the manufacturers. He is further told 
he is to buy in the protected market and 
sell in the open markets of the world the 
things he has to sell.” 

if, Mr. Carter declared with vehemence, 
the farmer is to sell in the open markets, then 
he will demand that he be allowed to buy in 
the cheapest market. 

“ The time must come to an end,”’ declared 
Mr. Warren, “ when.an oligarchy of manu- 
facturers shall say the finished product of 
the farmer shall be free and the finished 
product of the manufacturers shall be 
taxed.’’ Free raw material, he added, 


Pointing out that, under the present law,

Dick Opposes Free Hides, 

Senator Dick of Ohio today made publica 
letter he had written in reply to commani- 
cations from manufacturers and others in- 
terested in securing a removal of the duty 
on hides, declaring himself opposed to a re- 
moval of that duty. He contended that to 
call hides raw materials as an argument for 
admitting them duty free was silly. The 
argument.that the packers were the chief 
beneficiaries on hide duty be combated by 
quoting statistics showing that of 13,000,000 
grown cattle consumed for beef last year only 
about 5,544,000 were slaughtered in al#the 
big packing houses of the west, the remainder 
being killed in thousands of places all over 
the country. 

Senator Dick indicated his belief that a 
removal of the duty on hides would invite 
reprisals by the farmers and cattle raisers 
which would be likely to injure American 
shoe and leather manufacturérs: American 
machinery, upon which the supremacy of our 
trade in leather products largely fested, he 


. gaid, was being fast introduced abroad. 


“Tt will be an evil day for our American 
industries,”’ concluded the senator, *“* when 
the cheap labor of foreign countries shal! be- 
comé skilled in the use of the machinery 
for manufacture if "there shall be free trade 
in shoe and leather products,”

Conflict Between Two Houses. 

Manifestly the natural developnient would 
be the good old homeopathic axiom, “ Similia 
similibus curantur,’’ which when reduced to 
ordinary congressional English means that 
similar things counteract things of the same 
kind. 
proposed a tax or inheritances. This was 
Gistinctly recommended by President Taft 
in his call of the special session. It has all 
the authenticity of an administration meas- 
ure. Since then he has sent a special mes- 
sage to congress urging that a tax on cor- 
porations be levied either as an addition to 
or as a substitute. for the inheritance tax. 
The last declaration of the executive is no 
more official than the first one, so that one 
may be set off against the other. 

So far as one can predict at the present 
time no income tax amendment will be 
adopted by both houses of congress. A propo- 
sition to refer a constitutional amendment 
to the states may be adopted by the senate, 
but hardly by the house at the present ses- 
sion. An income tax amendment to the 
tariff law maybe passed by the senate, If 
so, it will go to the conference committee 
as one of many hundred senate amendments. 
When the conference committee has done 
its work it probably will be found that both 
the corporation tax and the inheritance tax 
have been left stranded, and that nothing 
will be presented to President Taft for his 
executive signature except a straight tariff 
bill with the maximum and minimum fea- 
ture. 


FLAT TAX ON OLEO IS URGED. 


Government Officials Say Two Cent 
Charge Should Be Made Re- 
gardless of Color. 


Washington; D. C., June 21.—[Spectal. }— 
Having in view the double purpose of in- 
creasing the revenues of the government and 
lessening the temptation of the oleomarga- 
rine manufacturers to avoid the payment ofa 
high tax on imitation butter which contains 
coloring matter, Secretary MacVeagh will 
ask congress to amend the tariff bill with a 
provision that the tax on oomerESrine shall 
be 2 cents per pound fiat. 

The present-law requires the aniadian chien: 
to pay one-quarter of a cent Internal revenue 
tax. upon uncolored oleomargarine and 10 
cents per pound when the product is colored. 
The secretary of the treasury contends that 
by fixing the tax at 2 cents per pound for 
all classes of oleomargarine the government 
will obtain an annpal revenue a little in ex- 
cess of $2,000,000, whereas it now is receiving 
about a million and a half. 

With the.tax at this rate, he adds that 
there will be few, if any,. infringements 
the law, such as there are at present. 
number of concerns have succumbed to temp- 
tation, and as a result the collector of in- 
ternal revenue has his hands full of cases 
where confiscations of illicit oleomargarine 
have been necessary. 

Judging from expressions heard about the 
senate and house today it is doubtful whether 
the Taft plan will be received with favor by 
the makers of the tariff bill. The fact the 
oleomargarine law was passed as a pure food 
measure intended to prevent the sale of oleo- 
margarine, a8 butter will cause the law- 
makers to decline to enter into the plan of 
changing it at this time. Secretary Mac- 
Veagh denies the proposed change will flood 
the market with colored oleomargarine, sold 
as butter, for the reasons that the restric- 
tions as to eaeES the product still will be 


in force. 


WILSON TO LEAVE CABINET? 


Washington Hears Secretary of Agri- 
culture Will Retire in December 
and Scott Will Succeed Him. 


Washington, D. C., June 21.—[Special. ]— 
There is a well authenticated report that 
James Wilson of Iowa, secretary of agri- 
culture, will retire from office in December 
and that Charles Frederick Scott, repre- 
sentative in congress from the Second dis- 
trict of Kansas, will succeed him. No con- 
firmation of the rumor can be obtained from 
either the secretary of agrisulture or Mr. 
Scott. 

Mr. Wilson has had an ambition to serve 
in the cabinet for a longer continuous period 
than any other man. This ambition has been 
realized. He entered the cabinet in Presi-

If he accepts the reco 

makes his appointments from ‘the’ list sub- 
the Democracy will be reasonably 
* pro-Deneen ’’—as reasonably so as will be 
consistent with the Jeffersonian principles 
which guide the state organization. 

If he looks them over and decides that the 
recommendations are impossible, the Demo- 
cratic organization will be unreasonably 
‘‘antil-Deneen ’”’ apart and aside from all 
considerations of Jeffersonian democracy. 


Two Good Positions Open. 

The big things which the governor has to 
dispense to the Democracy are headed by the 
two board of control places which the asylum 
reorganization law provides shall be given 
to the minority party.. These positions not 
only carry a salary of $67000 a year, but they 
offer the appointee a work of importance. 

For the-places the organization will rec- 
ommend Fred J. Kern of Belleville, Thomas 
Conner of Peoria, Douglas Pattison of Free- 
port, James J. Doyle of La Salle county, and 
one or two others whose names are not men- 
tioned. From them the governor will be 
asked to select two. 

He may look with disfavor on the entire 
outfit, and inform the Democracy that it will 
be necessary to trot forth men of higher 
standing in pursuits other than that of pol- 
itics, but the Democracy points with pride 
to these men and supports ‘them. 


Openings for. Republicans. 

On the Republican side several members 
of the present state board of charities have 
been mentioned as possibilities for places on 
the new asylum board, and Lawrence Y.

The governor is required by the law to 
make the appointments to the board of con- 
trol within thirty days after the approval of 
the asylum reorganization act.

and Bosnia. The latter took piace immedi- 
ately after the return of the king from the 
continent and his arrival at Balmoral. it 
must necessarily have all been planned and 
determined upon by Emperor Francis Joseph 
at the time when, less than four weeks pre- 
viously, he received the visit at Isch! of 
the British y, 

Edward VII. spent nearly forty-eight hours 
at Ischl, during which time he had a number 
of heart to heart talks with Francis Joseph 
and also gave a long audience to the Aus- 
trian minister of foreign affairs, Baron 
d@’Aehrenthal, who for his part devoted him- 
self to entertaining Sir Charles Hardinge, 
the undersecretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs, who had come to Isch! in the train of 
the king. Yet no inkling was given by the 
emperor or the baron to the king or to Sir 
Charles that any such move as the annexa- 
tion of the two Ottoman provinces of Herze- 
govina and Bosnia was imminent or even 
contemplated. 

The English government, when Austria’s 
coup became publicly known, proclaimed far 
and wide and in the most convincing fashion 
that it had had no warning beforehand of the 
affair and that it was completely taken by 
surprise. And since it is inconceivable that 
the king and Sir Charles should have with- 
held the information from the cabinet if it 
had been imparted to them there is no doubt 
that they had been left quite as much in the 
dark as Premier Asquith and Sir Edward 
Grey, the secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs. | 

Under the circumstances King Edward 
feels that he has been treated with gross un- 
fairness ‘by his old friend Francis Joseph; 
that the latter has placed him in a position 
alike foolish and awkward; and that it 
would be difficult, therefore, for him to meet 
the emperor just at present with the same 
amount of cordiality and the same frank and 
unreserved fashion as in previous years. In- 
deed, so bitterly does he resent his treatment 
at Iéchl last August that his own cousiri, 
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' Cy Warman, the “ poet of the Rockies,” 
who wrote his first railroad tale after riding 
on a locomotive from New York to Chicago, 
is 54 years old today. He also wrote the 
song, “ Sweet Marie,” the original being his 
wife. He was born in Greenup, Il.

The reports of pros- 
trations from the heat and the appeals 
from various philanthropic institutions 
tell of the need of seasonable precautions 
on the part of the citizen so far as he 
himself is concerned, and also of the de- 
sirability of thought for those who are 
helpless or who see no way of relief for 
themselves and their children. 

The department of health has been car- 
rying on a campaign of education for 
many months, It has given good advice 
to mothers about the care of the babies. 
It has made helpful suggestions about 
food and raiment, It has emphasized the 
importance of fresh air and an abundance 
of light. It has busied itself with mat- 
ters affecting large numbers of citizens. 
The fly and the mosquito have been pic- 
tured as disease carriers and public ene- 
mies to be fought by all. ‘Ways and 
means of meéting the attacks of the 
“ great white plague” have been outlined 
for months, 

This is.the time of the year for getting 
results from the long cotinued and care- 
ful tuition of the department Officials. 
The individual has his part to play. 
There is something to be done by the 
strong and healthy who have a duty to 
their fellows. There must be caution ou 
the part of those exposed to danger. 
There must be generosity shown by those 
who can help the earnest workers in 
fresh air and outing movements of vari- 
ous kinds. 

The cautions are so often repeated that 
they sometimes their force. The 
“don'ts” are familiar. They apply to 
overdressing, to overexertion, to overeat- 
ing, to overdrinking. Moderation should 
be the motto of every citizen. If it were 
adopted as such adhd were adhered t» 
during the coming weeks of the “ heated 
term,” the prostrations, accidents, and 
deaths of the summer months would be 
greatly reduced in number. The wise in- 
dividual is the one who is thoughtful as 
the seasons change. The good citizen is 
Ahe one who thinks of himself and his 
own needs, and does not forget others 
less fortunately situated than himseif.

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THE CALHOUN TRIAL. 

The trial of Patrick Calhoun, president 
of the San Francisco street railway sys- 
tem, has ended in a hung jury. It has 
been taken for granted for some time 
that there would be a disagreement or a 
verdict of -acquittal. 

Mr. Calhoun was indicted for offering 
a bribe of $4,000 to a supervisor to ab- 
tain for his company tke privilege of 
using the overhead trolley. The cable 
system had been wrecked by the earth- 
quake and a change in motive power was 
desirable. That money was paid the 
supervisors for permission to make the 
change has been established by the con- 
fessions of some of them, but much more 
than their confessions would have been 
needed to convict Mr. Calhoun. 

Assistant District Attorney Heney, whe 
conducted the prosecution, showed that 
immediately after the earthquake, when 
the traction company was seeking the 
trolley franchise, the sum of $200,000 
was deposited on Mr,.Calhoun’s order in 
the United States mint, which then served 
as a bank. Mr. Heney showed also that 
the $200,000 was withdrawn in the form 
of currency by the general counsel of the 
traction company and taken to his office, 
where he was immediately visited by Abe 
Ruef. One of the boodle supervisors 
swore that Ruef told him that he had 
been negotiating with the attorneys of 
the street car company and that the 
money for the trolley permit would be 
distributed among the boodlers by an- 
other supervisor, 

It devolved upon Mr. Heney to prove 
beyond a reasonable doubt that the bribe 
money paid out by that supervisor was 
a part of the $200,000 deposited on Mr. 
Calhoun’s order. He was unable to do 
this to the satisfaction of ten of the 
twelve jurors. Mr. Heney says he is 
ready to try the case again, but it is 
doubtful if he believes he can secure a 
conviction. 

The trial has commanded popylar atten- 
tion not merely on account of the prom- 
inence of the accused, the head of a great 
corporation and a descendant of Patrick 
Henry and John ©, Calhoun, but also be- 


tained her child in this Christian en- 
deavor.

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LOWER THE FARES. 

The electrical expert of the Llinois 
Central is going east in a few days to 
witness the trial of a new electric motor, 
Great things are expected of it. If it docs 
all the inventor says it will, some of the 
alleged problems which attend the electri- 
fication of suburban lines may be disposed 
of. The announcement that the merits of 
this motor are to be looked into should not 
lead any one to jump at the conclusion 
that a change ih the motive power of the 
Iliinois Central is in sight. The unpro- 
ductive activity of its electrical expert has 
no other end than to make the people be- 
lieve that the question of electrification is 
being studied in dead earnest and that 
seme day or other something will be done. 

If the men who control the road are 
resolved tv put off the change of motive 
power to the dim future they might at 
least make one concession to their Chi- 
cago patrons. It is to lower the suburban 
fares. Those charged now are no higher 
than the law allows, but they are high 
enough to drive away business. If the 
Iliinois Central had no competition it 
could plead that it could get more rev- 
enue out of its high fares than out of 
lower ones, It has formidable competi- 
tion, which has taken away from it many 
of its old customers. Except when they 
are in a great hurry men will not pay two 
or three times as much to get down town 
on the Illinois Central as it costs them on 
the street cars, 

The city is a gainer by the diversion of 
bus'ness to the Chicago City railway com- 
pany. because of its percentage of the net 
receipts. But it is better that the people 
who could use the Illinois Central subur- 
ban lines should have cheap as well as 
rapid service than that the city should 
get a little more money from the traction 
company because of the narrow policy of 
its rival. 

Electrification and the consequent 
abatement of the road’s smoke nuisance 
would be welcomed more enthusiastically 
by a suffering community than lower fares, 
but if it eannot get the one it will be 
thankful] for the other.

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Sir Frank Swettenham, who has just left 
England as the chairman of a royal commis- 
sion.to inquire into the finances of the colony 
of Mauritius and also into the condition and 
resources of the island, must not be con- 
founded with his brother, Sir Alexander, who 
while governor general of Jamaica became 
involved in such a disagreeable quarre! with 
| United States Admira! Davies at the time of 
the earthquake which partially wrecked 
Kingston in 1907. 

Sir Frank is the divorced husband of that 
Lady Swettenham who figured so conspicu- 
ously as one of the guests of Sir Thomas 
Lipton on board the Erin on the occasion of 
the America cup races in New York and won 
his title as governor of Singapore. Indeed, 
he is renowned as the greatest living author- 
ity on everything relating to the Malay 
peninsula, and not only knows everything 
worth knowing about the Malay races and 
their various languages, customs, character- 
istics, and prejudices, but is also the author 
of the only English-Malay dictionary and 
grammar in existence. 

He first came to the fore as one of the offi- 
| cove in command of the British expedition 
rent to aver.ge the murder of the British res- 
ident and representative in Perak. on which 
occasion he greatly distinguished himeelf by 
his gallantry, earning a medal and a clasp, 
and it is generally acknowledged that if to- 
day the Malay peninsula is not only a selt- 
sustaining dependency of the British crown 
but ikewlse a source of revenue and of trade 
it is mainly owing to the cleverness and en- 
ergy with which Sir Frank developed its va- 
rious resources during his administration.

For the island, which celebrated the 
four hufidredth anniversary of {te discovery 
a couple of years ago and which has been in 
the possession of England for about a hun- 
dred years, has always been run ata loss and 
been a causg of trouble and of expense to 
Great Britain. Perhaps this is partly due te 
the neglect with which it has been treated by 
the English government ever since the latter, 
solely with the object of checking Theodore 
Hook's satire at its expense, sent him out in 
1813 as treasurer of the colony. 

Now, if there was one thing which Hovk 
could never understand it was finance.

James I. made the mistake of appointing 
the earl of Northumberland, a peer renowned 
for his eccentricity and for his erratic beha- 
vior, to the captaincy of the corps, and 
through his influence his kinsman, Thonias 
Percy, managed to obtain a place in its ranks. 
This Thomas Percy, it subsequently was as. 
certained, had enlisted in the corps with the 
object of taking King James’ life, and was 
aseociated with Guy Fawkes and with a}} 
those other conspirators who were concerned 
in what subsequently became known as the 
gunpowder plot. 

It was Catesby who conceived the idea of 
making a holocaust of the entire roya! fam- 
ily, as well as of a!l the Protéstant peers, py 
blowing up the houses of parliament instead 
of the mere assassination of the king by 
Percy. The latter was the actual tenant of 
the house from which the famous tunne! was ' 
dug into the vaults beneath the house of lords 
and through which the powder needéd for the 
projected outrage was conveyed. 

The premature discovery of the plot, ot 
course, put it out of Percy’s power to carry 
out even his jesser plan of murdering the 
king, and he died beside Catesby, with his 
back against the wal! of Holbeach house. the 
only man in the long roll of Gentlemen-at- 
Arms who has been false to the bread that 
he ate. :

With the general run of news niore bullish 
than for some time wheat prices were braced 
up materially yesterday, closing with net 
gains of 1%@1\%c. Crop reports were more 
in favor of the buils, and there was less bear 
cmmunition from abroad. Pit conditions, 
moreover, were ripe for a reaction, and it did 
not take much buying to stimulate short cov- 
ering, although outside business was still 
light. Strength in coarse grains was,a fac- 
tor, and reports of green bugs, blight, and 
cut worms were circulated in. sufficient 
numbers to create a feeling of uneasiness on 
the part of the Shorts, who also were alarmed 
at threatendd wet harvest conditions. 
Prices have declined sharply for the last 
week or so, and the market was oversold, 


Big Reduction iri‘ Visible. 

A decrease of 2,501,000 bu in the visible 
eupply brings the total down to 12,943,000 
bu, compared to 16,065,000 bu @ year ago. 
The Canadian visible decreased 800,000 bu. 
The steady decline in stocks the last few 
weeks indicates the supplies in sight will be 
practically exhausted by the time new wheat 
moves in quantity. Local stocks decreased 
618,000 bu. The cash demand was moderate, 
but sales footed up 40,000 bu, and prepara- 
tions are said to be under way for heavy 
shipments of hard wheat from this market 
before the end of June. World's shipments 
fell off sharply to 8,832,000 bu; and there was 
a decrease of 1,368,000 bu In on passage 
stocks. Wold’s shipments a year ago were 
6,320,000 bu. 


New Wheat Offerings Small. 

New wheat was bought on a moderate 
ecale, but so far the offerings are smal] and 
have been mostly for August delivery. Rains 
in the northwest were favorable, but there 
were rains at a few points in the southwest, 
with predictions for more, which created con- 
siderable nervousness. The ‘shorts also 
were induced to cover by the concentrated 
buying of all months. Armour, Chapin, and 
Comstock bought the September, Bartlet- 
Patten the July and December, and Champlin 
and Barrett were credited with coveing short 
July wheat. Selling was scattered. Liver- 
pool closed %@%*%d up, Paris \%@%c higher, 
Atwerp unchanged, Berlin 15¢c off, Budapest 
& ec higher, and Buenos Aires steady to Ke 
better. The monthly Prussian crop report 
was bullish, showing a condition of 6, 
against 84 @ year ago. 


Latest Kansas Report. 

Fr. D. Coburn, secretary of the Kansas 
board of agriculture, gave out in Topeka last 
right a report showing the crop conditions 
just at the beginning of the wheat harvest, 
Mr. Coburn says: 

“On the state’s probable 6,000,000 acres of 
Winter wheat reported by correspondents as 
likely to be harvested the condition averages 
72.3 per cent, a decline of nearly sixteen 
points since the board’s report of two monibs 
ago. One year ago the general average fur 
the state was 72.93; about two weeks earlier 
in 1907, 56.7; in 1906, 70.5; and in 1906, 77.1. 

‘Following the April report unfavorable 
conditions for some time, mostly due to lack 
of moisture, caused quite general deteriora- 
tion, but with the later abundant rains 
throughout nearly all portions of the stacze 
the outlook was materially changed for the 
better. Many fields previously thought 
worthless responded wonderfully to the im- 
proved conditions, and considerable areas 
will be cut that one time did not promise to 
justify harvesting. In many neighborhoods 
the straw has not attained a normai growth. 

“ Judging from the 1908 official return of che 
thirty-nine counties, it would’ appear that 
Kansas’ corn acreage is appreciably m-. 
creased, suggesting the largest area since 
isu. The total plantings in these, among 
which are a dozen of the foremost corn coun- 
ties; amount to 222,198 acres, or 11.44 per 
cent more than last year. Calling a satisfac- 
tory growth and stand 100, the general aver- 
age of the state for its growing corn is &X, 
the highest of any year since 1902 at similar 
times. Reports indicate that more oats was 
sown this year than in 1908, and the average 
condition on the whole is 868.” 


Corn Shorts Are Nervous. 

Corn rallied with wheat on short covering 
and buying based on reports of too wet 
weather in some sections. Offerings were 
light, and prices at the close were %@ic_ up. 
The cash market was \%@\c up-early, but 
finished barely steady. Cash men said Chi- 
cago sample prices were relatively higher 
than other markets, and that the eastern 
cdemand was slow. Country offerings were 
emall, but many firms are not bidding, and 
most of the corn is coming on consignment. 
Receipts here were 176 cars, with 319 cars 
estimated for today. Crop reports outside 
of a few complaints of wet weather were 
favorable. The visible increased 309,000 bu. 
Primary receipts were 532,000 bu, compared 
to 492,000 bu a year ago. World's shipments 
were 4.729.000 bu, against 2,689,000 bu a year 
ago. Champlin was credited with buying 
July. corn, and local shorts were heavy buy- 
ers. Bartlett-Patten sold both July and 
September. Liverpool closed \%@t%d_ up. 
Cash sales were 110,000 bu. 


Oats Reports Less Favorable. 
Green bug reports from various points tn 
this state were the main cause of the early 
advance in oats. Oats were said to be 
showing the effect of the pest, and, with the 
narket congested, it did not need anything 
more to start a wave of investment buying 
6f September as well as short covering. Rest- 
ing prices were %@1\%c higher. Crop advices 
outside of those referred to were bearish. and 
a big yield is expected, although the growth 
is irregular in many places. Cutting has be- 
gun in southern Kansas. Bailey, Bartlett- 
Patten, Kidston, Schifflin, and country 
Knight- 
McDougal bought December and sdld Sep- 
tember. Armour was also a heayy seller of 
September. Primary receipts were 526.000 
bu, compared to 423,000 bu a yearago. Lo- 
cal cars were 107, with 191 promised for 
. Tuesday. The cash market was unchanged 
to %c higher, with shipping sales of 125,000 
bu. The visible decreased 227,000 bu.

Western Railroads Unable. to 
Drop Convenient Practice. 


FIND EASTERN LINES SNAG. 


Question of Forwarding Baggage from 
Houses to Be Reopened. 3 


The plan of railroads in the Western Pas- 
senger association to abolish the practice of 
checking a traveler's baggage to and from 
residences and hotels has struck a snag. 
Roads.like the Illinole Central and the Chi- 
cago and Altom whose territory brings them 
into competition with Central Passenger 
association lines, find it difficult to abandon 
the practice. 

The western association roads had decided 
that after July 1 baggage should be checked 
only to and from the railway station, there- 
by depriving the public of the advantage 
of having an agent of a transfer company 
call at the house or hotel for the traveler's 
trunks and arrange to forward them to 
destination. But eastern roads have mani- 
fested no desire to abandon through check- 
ing. The entire question has been reopened 
to be discussed further at the next monthly 
meeting of the western general passenger 
agents. 


Another Arrest in Fertilizer Case. 

Another arrest was made yesterday in the 
case of the government against John B. 
Sardy, charged with having secured virtual 
rebates by underbilling shipments of fertill- 
zer over the Illinois Central railroad. W. J. 
Gibson of Berwyn, sald to have been a 
partner of Sardy in the fertilizer business, 
was placed under bonds on a charge of having 
been implicated in obtaining illegal con- 
cessions. 

The arrests were made upon information 
furnished by the railroad, which has a force 
of men at work on its way bill records seek- 
ing evidence. It is charged that the fertili- 
zer shippers entered ‘into a conspiracy with 
the railroad clerks to falsify the billing, 
thereby securing a charge of about §20 per 
car less than the legal rate. James Calla-’ 
han, a billing clerk employed by the road, 
has been placed under bonds to testify be- 
fore the grand jury when the case is brought 
before that body. 

The Northern Pacific railway issued a 
circular stating that since its tariff show- 
ing new rates to Spokane, Wash., had been 
rejected by the interstate commerce com- 
mission a supplement to its former tariff 
will be issued, effective July 1, promulgating 
the class rates established by the commis- 
sion. These rates from Chicago, St. Louts 
and common points are, in cents per hun- 
dred pounds: 300, 250, 216, 179, 150, for 
classes one to five, and 154, 121, 97, 91, and 
82 for classes Ato E. The present commod- 
ity rates will be used until the Spokane 
rate question is settled by the commission 
next fall, except where the class rates are 
less.

The first annual meeting of the Inter- 
national Railway Fuel association, which 
was organized on Nov. 20, opened at the 
Auditorium hotel. The meeting will last for 
threesdays. Eugene McAuliffe, genera! fuel 
agent of the Rock Island-Frisco system, is 
president of the association. 

Beginning next Thursday the following 
fast freight lines operating over the Grand 
Trunk railway will be consolidated and oper- 
ated directly by the railway company: Grand 
Trunk Despatch, Lackawanna-Grand Trunk 
line, Milwaukee and Michigan line, Reading 
Despatch and National Despatch-Great 
Eastern line. The Chicago agency will con- 
sist of H. E. Graves, commercial agent: T. 
A. Chappell, and C. F. Rogers. assistant com- 
mercial agents, reporting to R. L. Burnap, 
assistant general freight agent. 


First Trainload to Northwest. 

The first full trainload from Chicago to 
Seattle over the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
Puget Sound railway started from here con- 
sisted of a single shipment of machinery 
bound from an eastern city and is scheduled 
to arrive in Seattle in 145 hours. Tariffs 
applying rates into Spokane are already in 
force, the Portland rates are effective July

The2cent 
rate laws, which are said to have reduced 
their average receipts from 1.934 cents to 
1,778 per passenger mile, are blamed.

COURT’S RIGHTS ARE DENIED 


Equity Bench Cannot Enjoin Libel, 
Says Charles H. Aldrich Before Mas- 


ter Zeisler. 


That a court of equity cannot enjoin a libel 
was the argument made by Attorney Charles 
H. Alrich, counsel for Gustav Myers and 
J. Edson McEldowney, before Master in 
Chancery Zeisler yesterday in his argument 
in the injunction suit of the National Life : 
Insurance company of the United States of 
America against Myers and McEldowney. 
The point was made at the close of a day of 
arguments in which the common law of Eng- 
land and of the United States was delved 
into by both Attorney Aldrich and Attorney 
Stebbins, counsel for the insurance eompeny. 
The argument on which a dismissal of the 
case probably will be asked today was made 
after a motion had been made that the books 
of the insurance company be produced to 
ascertain its solvency. 
“The solvency of this company makes 
not a particle of difference,” said Attorneys 
Aldrich. ‘‘ A court of equity cannot enjoin a 
libel even though this company is solvent, 
and this libel is false.’ 
‘But may I ask you, Mr. Aldrich, are we 
really trying a libel?’ inquired Master Zeis- 
r. — 
ser Yes, we are,” wasthereply. “‘ The state- 
ments that have been made are true or 
false.’ 
The hearing of arguments by counsel will 
be continued today. 


TWO MEN PLACED ON TRIAL; 
SEQUEL OF BLACK HAND DEED. 


Alleged Murderers of Vito Umbrello 
Face Jury—Unwritten Law Plays a 
Part in Pacellano Case. 


Joseph Bertucci sat Bruno Nardi, alleged 
“ Black Hand’ murderers, were placed on 
trial yesterday before Judge Windes. They 
are being tried for the mureer of Vito Um- 
brello, who was found shot to death Ip an 
alley near Twenty-third and La Salle streets 
Jan. 19, after’ it is said he ignored letters 
demanding money, sent by the defendants. 
Bertucci and Nardi were arrested a few 
minutes after several shots hau been heard 
and while they were running out of the alley 
in which Umbrello’s body was found later, 
Letters were found in Bertucci’s trunk, 
copies of which he had sent, it is alleged, to 
Umbrello.

A jury was obtained in the afternoon and 
testimony will be taken today.

CORN TAKEN FROM STEAMER 
UNDER 138 FEET OF WATER. 


Lake Captain Expects to Recover 
Two-thirds of 57,000 . Bushels 
Which Sank in Eberward. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 21. — Capt. John 
Claussen, master of the steamer Soper, ar- 
rived in Milwaukee today, and-.reported he 
had located the sunken steamer Bberward in 
the pits of Mackinaw with the aid of a 
diving bell. He said he had removed 14,000 
bushels of corn of the Eberward’s cargo of 
67,000 bushels. 

Capt. Claussen descended 138 feet under the 
surface of the water to explore the hold of 
the sunken st r. He remained within the 
bell for two hours. :

 ‘Balletins Outlining Restricti: 
on Sales and Celebration 
Sent Throughout City. 


“$Efforts of the police department toward a 
™ gane Fourth ” met with the assistance yes- 
terday of two large dealers in fireworks. 
Representatives of Siegel, Cooper & Co. and 
Hillman's called on Assistant Chief Schuett- 
ler, admitted their clients had been violating 
the city ordinances regarding the sale of 
explosives, and promised they would discon- 
tinue the practice. 

Both dealers, according to their representa- 
tives, have been selling blank cartridges for 
geveral days, which is directly in violation of 
the ordinance. They declared there had been 
no willful disregard for the law, but simply 
a misunderstanding between the heads of the 
gun and fireworks departments. 

“The representatives of the stores came 
to me of their own accord,’’ said Assistant 
Chief Schuettier, *‘and said they would see 
that the ordinance was lived up to in every 
sense 

. There will be no prosecution of these 
stores, of course. I am glad to have the as- 
sistance of such companies. If others would 
aid us as these two have done, a genuinely 
pane ‘Fourth’ would de a reality.” 

The police department sent out bulletins 
containing extracts from the ordinance reg- 
ulating the sale and use of fireworks to 
about 3,000 dealers. By this campaign of 
** education’ the police hope to decrease 
greatly the causes of noise and injury. 


Order Issued by Police. 

Corporation Counsel Brundage prepared a 
summary of the two ordinances’ passed in 
December, which is addressed by Chief 
Shippy to all inspectors. 

The order follows: 

™ Dealers in fireworks are prohibited from— 

** Belling or attempting to sell fireworks 
without a city license. 

“Exposing for sale or selling any fire- 
works to any consumer or user located with- 
in the city prior to July 1, 1909, and after 
July 5, 1909 : 

“Selling or offering for sale any fire- 
works in or along any street, alley, or pub- 

*‘ Hic place in the city of Chicago. 
’ ** Selling or offering for sale any toy pis- 
tol, toy gun, toy cannon, blank cartridge, 

firecracker exceeding two inches in length 
and one-quarter of an inch in diameter, tor- 
pedo exceeding three-fourths of an inch in 
diameter, any substance consisting of 
chlorate of potash and sulphur, or device for 
discharging or exploding such substances 
by concussion, or any firecracker or fire- 

works containing an explosive more power- | 


er, consumer, or user located within the 
city. 
Limits Places of Sale. 

“Selling or offering for sale any fire- 
works— 

“ Where paints, oils, or varnishes are 
manufactured or kept for use or sale. 

“In carpenter shops or drug stores, or in 

buildings where kerosene or other prod- 
ucts of petroleum are sold, or where 
dynamite, gun cotton, nitroglycerin, 
petroleum, coal oil, camphine, burning 
fluid, or other products or compounds 
containing any of said substances are kept 
or sold. 

‘In any building or place where tar, 

iteh, resin, turpentine, hay, cotton, or 

emp is manufactured, stored, or kept for 

Bale. 

“In any building illuminated by any 
artificial light other than gas or electricity. 

“In any building in which dry goods of 
any kind or other light material of a com- 
bustible nature, except flags, paper lan- 
terns, paper balloons, or decorations are 
kept for sale on the same floor and within 
fifty feet of any firecraeKér or fireworks 
offered for sale. 

*‘In any building In which lights are not 
protected with glass or wire globes or 
screens. 

“In any building in which matches or 
cartridges are offered for sale during the 
time when fireworks are permitted to be 
sold. unless such matches or cartridges 
be kept in a fireproof safe or vault. 
‘“Dealers are required to keep at least six 

pails of water filled and ready for use at all 
times in a convenient part of the premises 
where fireworks are kept, offered, or exposed 
for sale. “ 
Restrictions on Oslebration. 

* All persons are prohibited from— 

* Discharging fireworks of any kind or 
description on any other day than Monday, 
July 5, 1909 | 

“ Discharging any cannon or any piece of 
artillery. 

“ Placing any torpedo, bomb, or other thing 
containing substances of an explosive nature 
on street car or railroad tracks. 

‘ Discharging fireworks of any character in 
any alley, or in any back yasd, or anywhere 
within two blocks of any hospital.”’ 

Officers were detailed throughout the city 
to watch both large and small dealers. 

It is believed the smaller dealer will not 
fiourish as in previous years on account of the 
large bond required and also on account of 

,the prevention of the sale of a firecracker 
larger than two inches in length. Hereto- 
ni the cannon cracker has been a “ best 
seller.’
